PROBLEMS OF PEACE 


~ The peace conference is going to have a 
&trenuous job in arranging ‘things to in- 
sure peace and to make the world safe 
to live in, much less safe for demo¢racy. 
The civilized countries, such as England, 
Franes and America, will have no mater- 
ial trouble in adjusting their differences, 
because they are civilized. As far as Eng- 
luand’s having a big navy is concerned, 
‘‘we should worry’? about that. If we 
want one as big or bigger we can build it. 

The trouble is going to come from the 
countries which are only partially civil- 
ized, where ignorance prevails, and where 
poverty among the masses has always 
Those peoples, having over- 
thrown their autoeracies and got a taste 
of democraey and freedom from autocrat- 
ic rule, have all gone to the other ex- 
treme and are now in the throes of an- 
archy, being too ignorant to realize that 
freedom does not mean anarchy and an- 
archy docs uot mean freedom. 

It is most unfortunate that the United 
States has got into ‘‘entangling  alliane- 


es.?? but the war made that necessary, 
and now that-we are in it we must do the 
best we can to help the other countries 


straighten things out, and when that is 
done let us hope that we can retire from 
old) world polities and animosities and 
attend to our own business, letting the 
poor fools over there eat each other up 
if nothing else will suit them. 

Tt has got to be understood and taken 
into consideration that the world, taken 
as a whole, is only partially civilized. 1 
fact it is much nearer to savagery than 
As we have often said in 
these columns before, no stream ean rise 
above its souree, and civiliation*is a 
stream of which the peoples of the earth 
Are the souree. To arrive at a correct 
conclusion as to what the average civil- 
ization is one must first reckon the aver- 
age intelligence of the people, and when 
you do that vou find that it is very low 
We cannot take America as an example, 
as America is a thousand per cent more 
intelligent and civilized than many othe 
countries. 

The avernge intelligence of the whole 
world is at-a low ebb today, and the av- 
erage @ivilization must naturally be cor- 
respondingly low. The majority of all the 
peoples are so densely ignorant they do 
not know .A form B, and never heard that 
there wags an A, or a B either. About all 
they do know is what their natural in- 
stincts teach them, as they never had any 
other kind of teaching. And there are on- 
ly two ways to teach them civilization. 
One is to shoot it into them with a gun, 
and the other is to take the child and 
train and’ edueate it, and wait until it is 
grown for results. One way is slow and 
tedious and the other musses up the land- 
seape. Probably a little of both methods 
will have to be used before anything like 
a whole world peace is achieved. 

The worst menace to the world today 
is Bolshevism. or radical Socialism, such 
as-is now rampant in Russia, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary and other smaller coun- 
tries. That is a real flirebrand which the 
allied powers must grapple with at this 
peace conference, and come to some agree- 
ment upon how it is to be handled, for 


_ it has got to he handled or it will spread 


alt over the world like a conflagration 
and bring with it more war instead of 
peace. 

And Bolshevism is a hard nut to- iroek: 
It is a problem calling-for the best brain 
power of our-best men everywhere. It is 
not -all one-sided, by any means. The 
peasantry “and Yower classes of most all 
the European countries have been wrong- 
ed and oppressed for centuries, to .a 
point where they cannot be blamed. for 
rebélling against it. They have starved 
and submitted to a semi-slavery that 
should be the shamé “of the world today. 


- They havé been downtrodden and kept -in 


ignorance and hard toil for a mere ex- 
4stence all the years of their lives, until 
they could ‘Yot stand it any mcre, and so 
have. tebelied. 
go td. extremes in their revolts, either, 
as theix oppressors. went to the extremes 

the oppression. The cause of these peo- 


- ples is just. It is not their cause that is 


/ 


And .it as\no -wonder they 


wrong, but their manner of procedure in. 
trying to enforce their demands. The de- 
mands are all right, in the main, bst their 
course in attempted enforcement of 
the demands is wrong—just as wrong 


and just as much an injustice as was the - 


wrongs and oppression heaped upon them 
by autotraey. 

That the allies will have to combine to 
put down anarchy is plain enough to be 
seen, and then, having put it down, they 
should continue the combiantion until the 
rights of those poor ignorant people have 
in a measure at least been remedied and 
redress accorded them. 

We of America do not for a minute 
stand for murder and plunder such as is 
being committed in Russia and Germany 
today, but it is also a fact that we would 
not for a minute put up with the oppres- 
sion which the peasantry of those coun- 
tries have suffered for many generations. 
As far back as our memory extends we 
think of those millions of peasants and 
toilers in wooden shoes. We never saw a 
picture of any of them , who were net 
wearing wooden shoes.

We condemn Bolshevism and anarchy 
as hard as the next one, but, just the 
same, the man who comes around this 
thought emporium with a suggestion that 
our wife and daughters go clattering 
around on the fine cement sidewalks of 
Richmond in wooden shoes would quite 
likely wake up cut in the middle of the 
street with the conviction that the Bol- 
shevism and anarchy of the old country” 
iad arrived on this side of the pond with 
-uddenness and velocity. 

All these problems must be considered 
trom their various angles, and not from 
any one viewpoint, and so the peace con- 
ference now in session is going to have 
some very knotty sums in human algebra 
to figure out.
